The City Manager submitted recommended fees for airport services. The
Council want over the comparison of fees charged by other cities, and studied
the recommendation, and asked the City JManager to bring in an ordinance next
week to cover. MR. AMOS EEROLD took part in the discussion, stating the fees
as recommended were not sufficient.
